Subscribers, however, are entitled to one copy each at 
fift y cents. We reserve the right to advance the price at any time. 
POSTER NUMBER The poster number will consist of a series 
of miniature posters. No type will be used in the advertising pages ; 
each advertisement will be designed after the manner of a poster 
and printed in colors ; the illustrations for stories, poems, etc, will 
have the character of posters. There will also be an article on 
posters, with miniature reproductions in colors of the work of some 
of the leading men now working successfully in this line abroad. 
SPECIAL PAPER In order to preserve a harmonious color 
scheme, one number will be printed throughout on a soft gray 
pap er wh ich is being made in a peculiar way especially for us. 
A NEW TYPE A new series of type, after designs made by 
Mr. Bradley, is to be brought out by the American Type Foun- 
ders' Company. This, together with a number of ornaments, 
initials, etcetera* will be used in the magazine before appearing 
elsewhere, and in this number no other type faces will be usea. 
ON COATED PAPER One number will be set up in a fight 
face, old style type, printed on enamelled paper, with extra wide 
margi ns, an d all illustrations and advertisements in delicate tints. 
TO NEWSDEALERS No more copies of the May number 
can be supplied. There will be an edition of 25,000 copies of the 
June number. These are not returnable, and all orders should be 
placed direct and accompanied by check. The magazine is not 
as yet b eing handled by any distributing agency, whatsoever.
